'Tbs wires are all 


cut, and there is no use trying to telegraph.' 
After considerable parleying I got some men 
to go out on a nand-car and fix the wires. I 
paying the men and making myself rs- 
Hppusible for the valuo of the car. 
Then tha 


battery was brought out and we got Balti- 
more, the operator promising an absolute 
monopoly of the wire for two days. 


"Then I hurried to the batt'.e-neld, some 


flve'miles off. 
Betors reaching there I met

to follow me, and we sent off by our 
private telegraph wire an account of tba 
tight of the first two days. It was a magni- 
ficent feat. 
No other accounts got through 


that night, and between 'J:BO and midnight 
Tue Tribune sold 65,000 copies on the streete 
of Out city. 


"Tone kspt getting the strange signal 'E.I.,' 


'K. L' 'What the dickens does 'K. I.' mean?' 
he asked, 
'fitn afraid the rebs have tapped 


our wire. Finally he found out that it was 
the war department at Washington. 'We 
have got Byington's first despatch,' said 
StanUffl, -'and it is our first news. Send along 
mor». We are-Ubtaning.' For two days I 
seat exclusive dispatches over my wire, 
giving'ail particulars of the great battle, 
.white The Herald was running relays of 
horses, t telegraphed that the railroad was 
whole from Baltimore to Hanover, and the 
.government sent out trains for our wounded. 
Tbe surgeon told me that that railroad saved 
Gen. Sickles' life. 


"After the battle I got a horse and 


hurried on after the rebels, wondering that 
ileade did not pursue. .They were all broken 
up and demoralized, the roadside strewn 
With sick men, with dead horses and aban- 
doned weapons. Next day I came up with 
Lse's main army. It was huddled together 
in a horceshoe-shaped bend of the Potomac 
-*-in a ralley surrounded by hills on one side 
and by the swollen and rushing river on the 
other. It would have been easy to bag them 
all. Their flight was fatally interrupted. 
The pontoons they had crossed on were sweet 
away, and they had no means to recross. 
By.a friend who had accompanied me I sent 
back to President Lincoln and The Tribune 
ih« somewhat too previous dispatch: 'We've 
got Lee's army tight. It cannot escape. 


"After waiting there a while I turned back 


to meet Meade's army, which I supposed 
roost be rapidly approaching up the road. 
In vain I looked and waited. It did not 
btave in sight Well, you know the rest 


'I was at Washington when Meade came 


to report after the battle of Gettysburg. I 
asked Old. Welles, secretary of the navy, 
about the interview. 'I was present in the 
cabinet,' he said, 'when Gen. Meade came to 
tell about the battle, and take counsel about 
the situation. 'Do you know, general,' Mr. Lin- 
coln suddenly broke out, with a laugh, 'what 
yoar attitude toward Lee for a week after 
&e battle of Gettysburg reminded me of?' 
'No, Mr. President, what is itf asked Meade. 
I'll be hanged If I could think of anything 
ilm,' said Lincoln, 'than an old woman try- 
ing to shoo her geese across the creek!' 
After that Meade uaver quite recovered con- 
fidence,"
